It was asserted that Joseph 
Smith was an impostor because he 
claimed to have received superior in- 
telligence, and that directly from 
angels of God, when it was believed 
by the world that the canon of Scrip- 
ture was full, and that prophecy and 
inspiration and revelation had ceased 
with the amcient Apostles. Their 
founder was martyred because of

They did do so, and their city was now 
one of the finest in the world. But 
the spirit of persecution against the 
Mormens had never for one instant 
been at rest. Joseph Smith was 
brought before the Courts 49 times, 


and was as many times discharged, 


because it was proved that he had 
committed no offence against the laws 
of the State. He was at last mur- 
dered by his enemies while awaiting 
his trial, the latter knowing well that 
he would have been disch . The 
law-abiding spirit shown by the martyr 
had been always one of the character- 
istics ef the Mormons. It should be 
known that Utah was a Territory of 
the United States, and had only a Ter- 
ritorial charter, so that the officers and 
judges were appointed by the parent 
Government. The government of the 
had therefore, since 1858, been 
invariably in the hands of persons 
who were not Mormons, but were, on 
the contrary, pledged to do all they 
could to uproot Mermonism. Although, 
however, the officers had lost no op- 
| portunity of carrying out their object, 
they had as yet been unsuccessful. In 
1862, a law was passed prohibiting 
the practice of the doctrine known as 
polygamy, with a view of reaching the 
ormons on that point. But it bad, 
up to the present time, remained upon 
the statute beok a dead letter for the 
reason that it was entirely 
the provisions of the Constitution of 
the United States. Within the last 
three or four years, their enemies 
endeavored to get another law, by 
which a-Mormon would be prohibited 
from holding loeal offices. But, hap- 
pily, this second Act was rebbed of 
all its severity, and was, like the first, 
comparatively harmless. It eould not 
people, still less, as was frequently 
the case, they were a murdering, thiev- 
ne lying, and adulterous people. 
ile on this point he could only re- 
peat an assertion he had made the 
other day—that until the Latter-da

This was generally the 
state of things which existed, and if 
one among them were inelined te do 
wrong he was despised and rejected by 
his neighbors. Since that time they 
had been governed by men who had ne 
sympathy with them, but were deter- 
mined, if possible, to effect their 
destruction, and other influences had 
been at werk to destroy the fair fame 
the city once enjoyed. He could not 
‘say now that there were no whisky 
oons, or no wicked men and women ; 
but he could say that evil influences 
ay Saints. In to their 
he would tell briefly what they be- 
lieved. They believed that the Lord 
God had spoken by His own veice, 
that He had also sent Angels to men 
op the earth, and through them com- 
mitted unto men the glorious Gospel 
of Jesus Christ. By the revelations

“But the purposes of the Almighty were not to be frustrated, for they are te 
ibe consummated in this Gospel dispensation without fail; the kingdom is not 
to be left to another people, nor cease. Therefore, lest the people should be 
brought under tov great condemnation, the law of Zion, which was more am- 
ple and adequate in its provisions for the speedy accomplishment of the great 
latter-day Work, was, so to speak, temporarily suspended in its operations, 
‘and the less adequate, and, therefore, perhaps the more compatible law of 
Tithing was introduced. We say more compatible, because less in contact 
with the preconceived notions and ideas of the people; and being 
leas perfect and less adequate for the purposes for which it is designed, namely, 
the building up of God’s kingdom, , or the establishment of the Zion of God 
upon the earth, would be ‘more applicable to the condition and circum- 
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standes of, and the many imperfections which enveloped the people, 


until they could be brought into a position in which —— de more 
fully in the perfect law. | 

We have abundant examples in the history of ancient Israel, of the Lord 

thus introducing a portion only of the law which the people in their imperfect 
condition, were unable to receive in its fullness ; but, unlike the dealings of 
God with them, He wil: now purify his people, he will purge and cleanse them 
from all uncleanness, will chasten them and lead them by his own hand, and 
be with them, not by his Angel, as with ancient Israel, but by his on pre- 
-sence” ; and with an oatstretched arm and a mighty hand” He will deliver 
them from oppression and wrong, in his own time and way, until all things 
Spoken by the holy Prophets, since the world began, concerning this dispensa- 
tion, will be fulfilled. He will cause His people to triumph over sin, to put 
-away ungodliness, disunion, strife, covetousness, and the vanities and love of 
the world ; and to become willing and blessed subjects unto Christ, the king 
of kings, to become Priests unto him, and possess, and reign on the earth. 
As we have said before, we again testify that, while ancient Israel corrupted 
their way, “transgressed the laws, changed the ordinances and broke the ever- 
lasting covenant,” and were cursed, smitten and driven by their enemies and 
scattered to the four winds, their land made desolate, sterile and waste, in ful- 
fillment of the predictions of the Prophets,—so, in fulfillment of prophecy, 
the kingdom which the God of Heaven has set up in the last days, shall never 
Cease, nor be given to another people, nor fall, but will fill the whole earth. 
The Lord will, however, bring about these results in his own way, first here a 
little and there a little, precept upon precept, and line upon line, until his 
Saints are united and become one, both in temporal and spiritual things ;—seeing 
-eye to eye, all being subject to the perfect law, and possessing the fullness of the 
power of the Priesthood and the Gospel of the Son of God. Until then, and to 
hasten this desirable censummation, it is the duty of every Latter-day Saint to 
ge to with his might, put his shoulder to the wheel and help roll on the work. 

Nothing can be more evident to the minds of the right-thinking and en- 
lightened members of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, than 
that the law of Tithing is one of the most important principles connected with 
the building up of the kingdom. In Zion, the Tithes of the people are used 
to build Temples, to beautify her cities, and to benefit her inhabitants,—to feed 
the aged, decrepid, poor, the fatherless and the widow,—to gather the poor from 
the various nations of the earth, to send the Gospel abroad, and maintain the 
families of those Elders sent forth into the world to prend the Gospel, so far 
as it may be necessary; and the people are richly blessed in their observance 
of that principle, and we may say, really and truly, in proportion te the faith- 
fulness with which they do observe it. Temples could not be built, the Gospel 
preached abroad, Israel gathered nor the poor fed without thé observance of 
this law; and there is no excuse that can justify any Latter-day Saint, no mat- 
ter where he may be, in the non-observance of it. 

In England, Scandinavia and Germany, those who embrace the Gospel are 
expected to accept this principle, or law, in common with other principles of the 
Gospel. They cannot embrace the Gospel withont it; nor can they engage, 
heart and soul, in the Cause, except they will, equally with all others taught 
them, observe and carry it out. Indeed it is one of the most essential doo- 
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trines of the Church. It is necessary in these ceuntries, for the main- 
tenance of the Elders in their labors, for the keeping open of houses 
of worship, where the Saints can meet together and to which they can 
invite their neighbors and the public to hear the Truth ; in short it is indis- 
pensible to the interests of the Work in all lands, and at all times. Again, it. 
‘is a principle with promise; great blessings will invariably follow the observ- 
ance of it in faith and in the spirit of the Lord. It is a principle, the observ- 
‘ance of which, in all ages of the world, from the days of righteous Abel, whose 
offering was acceptable unto the Lord, until the present moment, has been 
attended with signal and peculiar blessings: riches, wealth, abundance of 
every thing, and unlimited prosperity being poured out upon Israel of old, 
whenever they walked in obedience thereto; and when disobedient, they were 
afflicted by scourges,—the devouring insect, the blight, the mildew and many 
other unmistakable evidences of God's displeasure ; for it was. a law of God unto. 
them, as it is a law unto his Saints in the latter-days. 

Let the Saints in the British Isles, and adjacent countries, observe this right- 
eous law, seek to keep it strictly in faith and with willing hearts, and the win- 
dows of heaven will be opened unto them, as to those of old, and God will pour 
out upon them blessings that, eventually, even the poor and oppressed ef these 
lands, who will continue faithful, shall not have room to receive them.
